COFFEE AND MILK. 


Severul years ago a foreign chemist—a 


German, if wo remember right—advanced 
tho theory that coffee is not often injurious 
unless taken with milk. Of coimo, there arc 
exceptional cases in which it does not agree 
with a person in any form, but as a rulo it 
is its combination with milk that troubles 
tho digestive organs. There may he Eomo 
grounds for this opinion. 
Wo have known 


at least two persons who wore obliged to 
give up tho nso of coffee, which they bad 
always taken with milk, audwhowero led 
to try tho experiment of drinking it without 
milk. 
After using the cafe nolr for a y«r 


or !«oro they find that it ajrnes with them 
perfectly, but a single cup of cafe ail lait 
brings back tho old digestive difficulties. 


We refer to these cases because wo ste 


that JI. Marchand, a chemist of Fecamp, 
has recently como to a similar conclusion 
concerning tho mixture of coffoa and milk. 
He does not appear to be aware that th« 
idea is not a new one, but it is nothing 
strange for a Frenchman to bo ignorant of 
scientific researches in other countries. 
Galignani'3 Messenger gives tho following 
summary of Marchimd's communication to 
the Journal des Connaissonces Meilicales on 
tho subject iu question : "Milk taken clone 
is acknowledged to be one of the most valu- 
able aliments known,suitable to all ages am, 
constitutions, aud eminently digestible ex- 
cept in certain morbid cases. Coffee, on the 
other hand, is in itself an excellent tonic 
and stimulant, which favors digestion after 
uleals. 
But when theso two beverages are 


mixed together, as is universally the case at 
breakfast on tho continent, and pretty fre- 
quently so in England, a chemical exchange 
takes place, producing a tew agent that is 
utterly indigestible, and therefore absolute- 
ly incapable of assimilation when the mix- 
ture is affected in proper proportions. 'IhuF,

To understand this, let us consider that tho

COSIBED THE BISHOP'S IIAIl! BEFOBE TIIE 
CELEBHATION OF THE EUCHARIST. 


A bronze comb, which hn3 been piclurcd 


both by Sir John Lnbbock, in his "Prehis- 
toric Times," rjd also bj M. Figuier, was 
found in ono of threo coffins in a tumulus 
near Elbe, in Jutland, opened by Worsano, 
the great Danish nrchicologist; from other 
findings in tho same coffin, it wai plainly 
the properiy.uot of n !adv, but of a lighting 
man of tho bronzo epoch. 
Tho «nrlier 


Celtic tribes seem to havo buried their 
combs, us well as their sworda,iu tho graves 
of their warriors. Tho custom was 
pro- 


longed in some cases into Christian times. 
When tho body of tho great Bishop Cuth- 
bert was carried iu tho boat by his monks and 
clergy to tho island of Lindisfarne, they de- 
posited his ivory comb, ptcten clitrneus, in 
tho samo coffin beside his corpse. St. Cuth- 
bert's comb was probably an episcopal one. 


Theso church combs were 
usually of 


irory. Specimens of them aro to be seen 
in the saeristios and trensrien of a few of 
tho greater churches on the continent. In 
the treasury of the Cathedral of Sens 
they 
show 
n 
very 
large 
ivory 


comb, 
inlaid 
with precious stones, 


and carved 
with 
figures 
of 
animals; 


on it is cut tho inscription, "Pecteii St. 
Lupi.'' Lupus, the French St. Loup, mis 
the most famous of tho archbishops of that 
see in tho Merovingian times. 
Among the 


relics hanging round tho shrine of St. (Juth- 
bert in the end of tho fourteenth century, 
tho pilgrims saw three combs: ouo was said 
to havo belonged to St. Ilunstau, another to 
Archbishop JIalnchi, aud tho third was 
called "tho comb of St. Baysit, tho priest." 
Henry VIII. carried away from the Abbey of 
St. Glaslenbury "a comb of gold, garnished 
with small torquoisea nnd other 
coarse 


atones, 
weighing with tho stones eight 


ounces." 


The episcopal comb was usod in the 


church after tho following fashion: 
If a 


bishop was the celebrant at tho eucharist, 
the deacon and sub deacon combed his hair 
whila he sat upon the faldstool, immediate- 
ly after the putting on of the episcopal san- 
dals. A towel was placed round the bishop's 
nock during the operation. Tho old offices 
contain prayers to bo used by tho celebrant 
nt his successive assumption of each article 
of vesture; but I do not know whether any 
prayer during the combing of the hair is ex- 
tant. Tho process is described in n 
pou- 


tificial written in tho tenth century by an 
order of an abbot of (Jorliey. In au "Ordo 
Hornauus" of the end of tho thirteenth cen- 
tury the proper division of tho labor is 
marked out; tho deacon in to couib the right 
side of the bishop's head, tho sub deacon 
tho left side; they nvo ordered to do their 
work lightly and decently (Incter et ilcccnler.) 
From a ritual of tho fourteenth century, be- 
longing to tho Cathedral church of Viviens, 
it appears that tho bishop's hair, nt least iu 
that diocese, was first combed [>y the deacon 
in the vestry, aud then not merely ouco, but 
three several times during the progress of 
the mass—after tho Kyrie, nfteir tho Gloria 
in E-Kxltit, and after the creed.

bly be any more severe shocks nor any other 


• eruption of Hawaii.
